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The Editor’s Personal 
Visit With His Readers 
My dear Readers: 

EOPLE receive the Sacrament of Baptism outside the sanctuary; the 

Sacrament of Penance also; they receive the Holy Eucharist, and usuaily 
the Sacrament of Confirmation, at the sanctuary railing. But they are per- 
mitted to receive the Sacrament of Matrimony inside the sanctuary enclosure 
before the very altar. 

This is an extraordinary concession on the part of 
the Church, but it is granted in order to impress on the 
people the importance which the Church attaches to this 
holy Sacrament, and to the graces which come through 
it for the grave responsibilities assumed by the married 
people. It is not in accordance with the wish of the 
Church that the wedded couple kneel in the sanctuary 
throughout the Mass. Where such a custom exists, it is 
really in violation of the general law of the Church, and 
has been only tolerated by bishops because of a long 
custom 

The Catholic marriage takes place before two or 
moro witnesses, immediately preceding the Mass. Fol- 
lowing it the Holy Sacrifice is offered for the newly 
married couple, and unless the wedding be held on an important feast, a 

pecial Mass, known as the Nuptial Mass, is offered for them. 

In this Mass there is a special Intrest, when the priest prays as did 
Tobias, “May the God of Israel join you together, and may He be with you, 
Who took pity on two lonely children; and now, O Lerd, make them bless 
Thee more fully.” 

In the Collect the priest sings “Graciously hear us, O Almighty and 
merciful God; that what is administered by our service may be more effect- 
rally fulfilled by Thy blessing, through Jesus Christ Thy Son,” ete. 

The Epistle taken from St. Paul's letter to the Ephesians, fifth 
chapter, beginning with verse 22, where St. Paul speaks of the love which 
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hould unite husbands and wives, reminds them of their duties, and where 
he calls Matrimony a great Sacrament. 
In the Gradual the priest prays “The Lord send thee help from the 


sanctuary, and strengthen thee out of Sion,’ 

In the Tract the following is read: “Behold that thus shall the man be 
blessed that feareth the Lord. The Lord bless thee out of Sion; and mayest 
see thy children's children.”

One of the anomalies, characteristic of a certain type 
of religion today, is found in the bitter criticism hurled 
against the Catholic Church, for Her belief in the inter- 
cessory power of the Saints and the efficacy of the ministra- 
tions of Her priests, by those who make no attempt to honor 
God as creatures ought to honor Him. Man, as a creature, 
owes to God adoration, the supreme homage of his being. 
Millions of human creatures fail to render to God the honor 
that belongs to Him. In our own country 60 per cent of 
our population make no profession of faith, and, therefore, 
no manifestation of religious practice which, in the final 
analysis, is man’s expression of his adoration to his Creator. 
A considerable percentage of those, who do profess to be 
members of some denomination, practice only a religion of 
convenience. It is the sort of religion that is catered to by 
the services broadcast over the radio and which enables a 
man to ease his conscience when he sees his neighbor wend- 
ing his way to church, while he, himself, packs his golf 
clubs in his roadster, preparatory to spending the Lord’s 
day out in the open. There iS a general indifference, out- 
side of the Catholic Church, to pay God the supreme homage 
due to Him by keeping holy the Lord’s day with a suitable 
service. It is even quite popular nowadays for many 
churches to close their doors during vacation time and al! 
the members of the congregation, the minister included, 
take a vacation from the service of the Lord. One would 
think that this genera! indifference would prompt those out- 
side the Catholic Church to be more indulgent, may we say, 
of the Catholic Church in Her religious practices. But no, 
Her insistence that the Lord’s Day must be observed by the - 
attendance at Mass is a severe condemnation of the general 
indifference. As a consequence, Her critics must find fault 
with Her religious system. 

A very common objection, one that has come down 
through the years since the so-called Reformation, is that 
the ministry of man belittles if it does not entirely destroy 
the mediatorship of Christ. Enemies of the Catholic Church 
cite history to prove that many of the duties, performed by 
the priests of Her Church today, are not Apostolic prac- 
tices at all, but have been introduced by the Church, of 
course, through the scheming of the priests, in order to have 
a firmer hold upon the people. Enemies of the Church in- 
sist that the introduction of these innovations for a 
sinister and not for a good p=rpose.

Let us see wherein the fallacy lies, for it is false to say 
the Catholic Church has invented doctrines that are not 
Apostolic; it is false to state that the work of Her ministers 
interferes with the mediatorship of Christ. Christ is our 
Mediator. St. Paul gives beautiful expression of this doc- 
trine in his second chapter, third and following verses, of 
the Epistle to St. Timothy, where he says: “God, our Savior, 
Who will have al! men to be saved, and to come to the knowl- 
edge of the truth, for there is one God and one mediator of 
God and men, the man—Christ Jesus, Who gave Himself a 
redemption for all, a testimony in due time.” A mediator 
is one who brings estranged parties to a friendly agreement.

He did not feel that His 
sending forth the Apostles, as His Father had sent Him, 
would lessen His mediatorship. He selected His Apostles 
that they might t as mediators and thus give men a 
greater assurance of receiving God's grace, besides receiv- 
ing the benefit of the counsel of impartial judges. St. Paul, 
the great Apostle of the Gentiles, understood this dispensa- 
tion of God when he said: “Let a man so account of us as 
of the ministers of Christ, and the dispensers of the mys- 
teries of God” (I Cor. 4-1). From Apostolic times, the 
Catholic Church has thus interpreted the wish of Christ.

Los Angeles.—lIrish societies of this 
city have entered prompt and firm 
protest against the film version of 
Kathleen Norris’ novel, “The Calla- 
hans and the Murphys.” The Los 
Angeles branch of the American As- 


Irish Republic took the lead in this 
action, but it is fully supported by 
bodies of the A. O. H. 

Resolutions adopted by the branch 
of the A. A. R. L. R. condemn the pic- 
ture as “low and vulgar’ and demand 
that “further exhibitions 
forthwith stopped.” The resolutions 
alse call upon members of “our race 
everywhere and upon al! lovers of de- 
cency and fair play” to take effective 
steps to suppress “this species © of 
cheap entertainment.” John Byrne, 
secretary-treasurer of the Council, 
describes the picture as “a rank dis- 
tortion of the novel” and asserts that 
it is only “a picture of drunkenness 
quarrelling and filth.”
